All American army officers look upon 


the Army nnd Navy Journal us an 
authority and The .Journal's conclusions 
aa to the technical side oE the South 
African engagements will therefore be of 
interest. The Journal says: 


The English are not a military people. 


Since the Crimean war they have lost 
touch with active service against a wor- 
thy foe, and their blunders are only j 
natural. The astonishing feature of the 
South African campaign so far is "the 
apparent discouragement ot the British 
regular 
under comparatively meagre 


losses, his capture in largo bodies, and 
his repeated retreat from a field where 
he bus met but partial disaster, and 
where as yet scarce half a bid has been 
made for victory. During our 
civil 


war, and at intervals ever since, the 
writings of tho commander ID chief 
ot 


her majesty's forces have teemed with 
praise of the BHtish regular nnd with 
innuendoes of depreciation of the Ameri- 
can volunteer. And yet hcte is this 
regular, man and officer, for whose dis- 
cipline and education General Wolseley 
has for yef.rs buen responsible, throwing 
up his work on the battlefield when he 
has suffer a loss o£ from 5 to 7 per cent 
in killed and wounded, and retiring, not 
to reform and renew the conflict, but to 
a place of safety tar front his enemy. 


1 Xow, Rood troops should stand much 
heavier losses than this without blench- 
ing. Until forces of the size commanded 
by Generals 
Gatacre, Methuen and 


Buller have lost a far higher percentage 
they can scarcely be said to have, fought 
the thing out to a conclusion. 
This is 


not astimnte; it is historical average. In 
fifty battles during our civil war the 
average losses were about 16 per cent. 
on the Federal and 18 per cent, on the 
Confederate side; or, in bodies corre- 
sponding in • size, to v the British during 
the past two'weeks, not tar from 20 per- 
cent. Even at Bull Kun, before the de- 
feat, the loss was 12 per cent, and had 
there been a Dr. Uussell present at some 
of the lato battles against the Boers, we, 
too, might have rend the story of a 
stampede. These figures, indeed, only 
partially tell the truth, for at Balaklava 
the Light brigade lost nearly 37 per 
cent,; at Metz the Gardeschutzen .lost 
46 per cent.: at Mars la Tour the Six- 
teenth (Weatphalian) infantry lost 49 
per cent.; Hancock lost the same per- 
centage at Fredericksburg, and there 
are 
abundant similar examples else- 


where.

Why these reports from Generals 
of the "bloodiest fighting of tho cen- 
tury" and "fire so hellish that no troops 
could withstand it?" Ability in maneuv- 
ering or fighting is not measured by the 
casualties, but discipline, steadiness, and 
boldierlv bearing are largely so; and aa 
yet there has been nothing in South 
Africa worthy the name of heavy fight 
ing by an army as a whole: 
The total 


losses, excluding missing, have been 
small as compared with what our volun- 
teers cheerfully stood during the cam- 
paigning months for four long years! 
And the good folk at home never ceased 
to pour out men and money. 


Now we all know the Brjton. He is 


of the same blood as we are; lu> is cap- 
able of and will soon Jo the same work. 
No more gallant man lives than the 
British officer—he is, indeed, unwisely 
rush, as a seasoned soldier stoald no; be.
